present unpopularity. Tho mooting at 
Hamilton has bcon (ho most important held 
to consider the courm of tho Ministry from 
its va-,1 aKcndaucc and Iho respectability of 
those gathered together to condemn tho 
corrupt and imbecile men who mismanago 
Iho affairs of the Province. At this as at 
other moeliugJ", (hern wits no svavcring, all 
seemed aware of tho importance oi aclivo 
measures being taken to wrest tho jxtwer 
from those who, if left much longer at the 
holm, will biing us into disrepute and discre- 
dit both at homo nud abroad. Although what 
13 called tho coalition Ministry have swayed 
our affaiis, for comparatively speaking but 
a brief period, how pregnant that apace of 
timo has been with Iho strong evidence that 
should tho tamo system bo much longer 
pursued, uller ruin to our present fair credit 
must bo the result. Their projects huvo 
already encumbered the country with a load 
of debt that will tako years of economy to 
clear ofT, and this too. not to conduce to the 
solid benefit of tho country, but moro to 
further the viows of aeet of speculators who 
ate consuming tho vitals of tho laud. Nor 
is there any prospect thai we have aeon tho 
last of those grand schemes that have been 
forced so frequently on our notice of late. 
Constituted as the present men aro, leagued 
together to divide tho common spoil, wo 
wo may scarcely hope lhat they will refrain 
from acting as boretoforo whenever an op- 
portunity for successful speculation presonts 
itself. The samu motives for furthering 
personal objects at the expense of tho public 
weal still exist, sharpened also, as it were, 
by tho conviction that they have for ever 
forfeited any claim to personal respect. 
Some members of tho Cabinet it is true 
never possessed any, and history points out 
lhat whenever such an anomaly as power in 
a Ministry without character exist?, their 
measures become many degrees inoro un- 
scrupulous than when (hey possessed soino 
slight claim .to respectability. Tho utter 
indifference manifested by tho present Mi- 
nistry to tho strong and universal expression 
of disapprobation at I heir conduct, felt 
throughout theleu^flli and breadth of the 
land, should only prove a strong inducement 
to all parties to use every means in their 
power for speedily displacing a sot of men 
so shameless in the abnseof the power they 
hold. Let every noighborhoon where a 
feeling of contempt for (ho corrupt Cabinet 
exists, hold meetings whoieby thai feeling 
may bo clearly expressed. As yet only the 
towns and cilies havo taken the initiative; 
let the agricultural neighborhoods follow 
their example with vigor. Wo know the 
difficulty that exists in rousing the forming 
community in seasons of great prosperity, 
futty active in the pursuit of husbandry, and 
not brought in frequent contact with each 
other, there is a supineness with regard to 
(lie political economy of their country until 
aroused by (he actual pressure of a burden 

caused by tho maladministration of those 

who hold their delegated authority. Lei 
the farmers rest assured (hat despite their 
present enjoyment cf great prosperity, such 
a season may ere long bo experienced. The 
acts of (ho two last cessions atone have paved 
the way for a load of taxation which must

We are pleased to see that the Senate 
has passed a bill providing for the cornp: 1- 
aory prepayment of all transient printed 
matter. This we have no doubt, is a mea- 
sure necessary to protect the Post-Office 
Department against abuse, especially as ire 
arc assured that enormous quantities of pri- 
vate business circulars arc put into the mails 
unpaid, on which scarcely any postage is 
collected, The Senate bill docs not pro- 
pose any change of the existing law walls 
regard to publications sent to regular sub- 
scribers, but only to make the prepayment 
of the rates cornpuhory, which the exiting 
law prescribes for transient printed matter 
when prepaid. In ether* words, it proposes 
in effect simply to strike out of present law 
the double or unpaid rates on transient 
matter. 

Of course there can be no difficulty in 
distinguishing transient from regular mat- 
ter, a*> the law will continue in force which 
requires publishers to note on wrappers "the 
number of papers which arc inclosed for 
subscribers and the number for printers "or | and II 
to furnish the ! > o»lrnaster,quartcricy,"a cer- 
tified statement of Ihc number of pauers 
111 the rnsil chargeable with postage. 11
